Twenty-one years go Manitoba had a population of about 300,000, and in 
creating the two new Vroyinees they were each credited with an estimated 
population of 250,000 As a matter of fact the census the following year dis- 
closed a much smaller figure. Compared with less than 700,000 population in 
the three prairie provinces in 1905, it is confidently predicted that this year’s 
_eensus will show a population of approximately two and one-half millions, 

According to a recent estimate by the Dominion Burean of Statistics, the 
eross agricultural wealth of Canada in 1925 was $7,832,942,000, almost one-half 
of which was credited to Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. Although the 
youngest of all the provinces Saskatchewan occupies second place in gross ag- 


ricultural wealth, being exceeded by Ontario only, while Alberta and Manitoba | 
The gross agricultural wealth ot | 


ccecupy fourth and fifth places respectively. 
Saskatchewan last year is placed at $1,826,833,000, Alberta at $1,092,187,000, 
end Manitoba at $696,495,000. These are remarkable figures for such a young 
country, still in the initial stage of its development. 


In annual agricultural revenue the strong position held by Western Can-| 


ada is even more strikingly indicated. In land values and value of farm 
buildings the older and more populous provinces of Ontario and Quebec natur- 
ally outrank the West, but in the annual value of agricultural production the 
Western Provinces take a high place. 


ada in 1925 is placed at $1,708,567,000, of which the three prairie provinces 


produced $803,730,000, Saskatchewan being credited with $416,022,000, or only | 


$61,000,000 less than Ontario; Alberta with $245,662,000 and Manitoba 
$142,046,000, 

In field crops, Saskatchewan comes first with Ontario second, Alberta 
third and Manitoba fourth. Ontario and Quebec lead in farm animals with 
Alberta third. In poultry and eggs Ontario and. Quebec also lead, with Sas- 
katchewan third. Alberta is fourth in the production of wool, while Mant- 
toba occupies third place in the production of honey. The Western Proy- 
inces are,out of the running in the production of fruits and vegetables, lead- 


ership in these lines belonging to Ontario followed by British Columbia, Que- | 


bec and Nova Scotia in the order named. 

Considering the fact that the new twin provinces of the West were not 
quite nine years old when the Great War broke, and the unseiiled and difficult 
years which have since intervened, the progress of the West must be regard- 
ed as altogether remarkable.

England’s King Never Dies 


Heir Apparent Receives Title Immedl- 
ately Sovereign Passes Away 

The King of England “never dies.” 
All that is admitted is a “demise of 
the Crown.” The moment the Sov- 
erign passes away, his titles, dignity 
and power are automatically trans- 
ferred to the heir apparent, who from 
jthat moment reigns in his stead. So, 
| too, just as the King never dies, he 
|is always of full age directly he as- 
jcends the throne, whether he has 
reached his twenty-first birthday or 
|not. In practice, however, a regent 
is appointed for administrative pur- 
poses during his childhood. A species 
of sanctuary attaches to all royal resi- 
dences, and no kind of judicial process 
can be lawfully executed in one, ex- 
cept against a criminal or crown 
debtor. A royal residence is also 
exempt from rates and taxes so long 
as the Sovereign occupies it. Thus, 
Marlborough House is rated, but Buck- 
ingham Palace and Windsor Castle are 
not. Ona “demise of the Crown” 
‘members of parllament, judges and 
naval and military officers are requir- 
ed to take a fresh Oath of Allegiance; 
jand cabinet ministers surrender thetr 
portfolios,

In Dr. I W Dunbar's Building lineal descendant of the “New Model” the first | 
Regular Army, which was raised and organized, by 
MEDICAL Oliver Cromwell, are touring Canada this summer 


under the direction of Lieut, R. G. Evans. he Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool was on the dock when the band 
embarked on the Canadian Pacific liner ‘“Montealm” 
amid the cheers of thousands of people. 

Arriving in Quebec on June 25, the band proceeded 
on their way West, where they wilt fulfil a number of 
engagements at the Brandon, Saskatoon and Regina 
exhibitions, and the Calgary Stampede, Their tour 
‘will probably extend as far as the Pacific Coast, in- 
cluding, also, visits to Vancouver and Winnipeg. Re- 
turning in the fall, the band will play at the Toronto 
Exhibition, and embark for home on the “Empress..of 
Scotland” on September 16, 

The “last visit paid to Canada by the Coldstream 
Guards Band was in 1911, under the direction of Lieut. 
Col. Mackenzie-Rogan, one of the Regiment’s most fam- 
ous bandmasters, who enlisted as a band boy in 1867 
and rose to be Director of Music to the Coldstream 
Guards and Senior Director of the Brigade of Guards, 
When Col. Mackenzie-Rogan took charge of the band its 
total strength was thirty-four performers, but when 
he handed it over to his successor, Lieut. Evans, in 
1920, the band establishment was sixty-six. 

There is evidence that a Coldstream Band existed in 
1742. At first its members were civilians, but in 1783 
the officers petitioned their Colonel-in-Chief for a band 
ef recular attested musicians and got it. This band 
{ncluded two oboes, four clarionéts, two bassoons, one 
trumpet, two horns and one serpont, In 1815 when 
the band had been augmented by the introduction of 
several more instruments, it was ordered to Paris dur- 
ing the occupation by the allies
